INACCURACIES in early budget planning has 
forced the County Council to raid their reserves 
as council tax increased by 3.5 per cent. 

Estimates made during initial budget talks 
over-anticipated the number of households eligi¬ 
ble to pay council tax - a mistake which has 
left the council around £2.5 million short in its 
budget. 

This will also result in a £34.77 council tax 
increase in Northamptonshire for a band D 
property. 

Cabinet member for finance, Cllr Bill Parker, 
said: “It is no secret that we are facing some real 
challenges over the next few years, with esti¬ 
mates showing that by 2014 we will need to have 
saved at least £100m. 

“To do this, it is clear we will have to reshape the 
way the authority provides services. This budget 
lays foundations for this work. 

“This budget will see us retain our proud posi¬ 
tion as charging the lowest council tax rate in the 
country by making a series of wide ranging effi¬ 
ciencies making sure our priority front line serv¬ 
ices are improved but are done at a lower cost. 

“Since December, there has only been one loser 
in the consultation period, and that has been on 
our reserves. I wanted £3.5m put in there, but 
with less coming in through council tax, we had 
to take it from the reserves.” 


The budget proposal presented to Cabinet 
members on Tuesday boasted a reduction in the 
cut to the Music and Performing Arts Service 
from £238,000 to £50,000, and shelves ideas to 
review the meals-on-wheels services 
Cllr Brendan Glynane, leader of opposition 
Liberal Democrats, said: “They have got their fig¬ 
ures wrong. By setting the council tax at 3.5 per 
cent, they are putting themselves at risk of being 
capped by the Government. 

“If that occurs, then they will be even more like¬ 
ly to delve into their reserves.” 

Research by the Liberal Democrats shows that 
of the 27 Conservative controlled county coun¬ 


cils who have published their proposed council 
tax increases, Northamptonshire County Council 
is the highest at 3.5 per cent. 

Opposition finance spokesman, Cllr Chris 
Stanbra said: “This just goes to show the financial 
incompetence of the Conservative administra¬ 
tion on the County Council. Since they took con¬ 
trol of the council, they kept the council tax 
increases artificially low. 

“Now the reality of doing so has caught up with 
them and they are forced to go with the highest 
council tax rise of any county council. No other 
county council has proposed rises of 3.5 per cent 
or more.”

David roughs it to 
highlight homeless

NEARLY 100 people braved the 
elements to sleep rough to raise 
awareness of homelessness. 

Staff at the Northampton 
YMCA and The Hope Centre 
were joined by Northampton 
Borough Council housing staff 
and many others as part of the 
‘Sleepeasy’ event on Friday, 
February 5. 

The group slept in the grounds 
of St Giles Church. 

County Councillor David 
Mackintosh arrived at 6pm, 
armed with a cardboard box and 
a sleeping bag, and bedded 
down for the night. 

He said: “I’ve never slept rough 
before and I hope that I will 


never be homeless, but council¬ 
lors take decisions every day 
which have an impact on people 
across Northamptonshire and I 
wanted to have a better under¬ 
standing of what it is like for peo¬ 
ple without a permanent home. 

“I had read before the sleepout 
that the damp is worse than the 
cold and that was certainly the 
case. 

“By 10pm the cardboard and 
sleeping bag were starting to get 
a bit damp and it was getting 
much colder but, despite being 
tired, my body fought to stay 
awake throughout the night. 

“The noise of Northampton by 
night and the streetlights didn’t 
help but lying in a sleeping bag 
in the cold and damp makes you 
very vulnerable and I only slept 


for a short time before waking up 
to the sound of sirens or late- 
night drinkers with some asking 
what we were doing and others 
shouting abuse. 

“Eventually around 5.30am 
everyone started to wake up, and 
for me, the nightmare of sleeping 
rough was over. 

“The experience was a real eye- 
opener about the issues faced by 
homeless people and the wider 
implications for society. 

“I went home on Saturday 
morning feeling very humbled 
and grateful for the opportunity 
to learn more about this serious 
subject and inspired by the great 
work carried out by The Hope 
Centre and YMCA to help people 
to help themselves out of a crisis 
in their life.” 


MP has a Legg to stand on over expenses row 


BRIAN Binley has spoken of his 
relief after it was confirmed there 
were ‘no issues’ with his expens¬ 
es. 

The Legg Report, published on 
Thursday, February 4, told the 
MP for Northampton South that 
he was no longer under investi¬ 
gation. Mr Binley came under 
fire during the height of the 
expenses saga after it was 
revealed he rented a flat from his 


own company - something 
which he denied was illegal. 

Mr Binley said: “I am delighted 
with the Legg Report. I am one of 
the minority of members who 
have been exonerated and I am 
very pleased, because it is what I 
have said all along. 

“However, this whole business 
has been a very crude exercise 
because I think the report has 
cost more than they will get 


back. There is much more waste 
in the government than just MPs’ 
expenses. For example, around 
£10bn was spent on quangos last 
year. 

“Unfortunately, the govern¬ 
ment only have themselves to 
blame for this because 30 years 
ago, because some MPs thought 
it was not a good idea to give out 
pay rises, but to ease the expens¬ 
es restrictions.” 


The heartbreaking 
story behind muni’s 
marathon effort 

A DETERMINED mum-of-two is taking on the London 
Marathon after her husband was diagnosed with 
Alzheimer’s Disease. 

Dione Priddy, from Northampton, aims to raise over 
£2,000 for the Alzheimer’s Research Trust, the UK’s 
leading dementia research charity, for her husband 
Mark, who was diagnosed with early onset 
Alzheimer’s four years ago - aged just 36. 

Dione said: “When Mark was diagnosed with early 
onset dementia it was devastating for the whole 
family and especially difficult for our two daughters, 
Eleanor and Bethany. Our world was turned upside 
down. 

“Mark and I decided to make the best of everything 
while we could. We renewed our wedding vows, 
went on holiday, ran, cycled and tried to carry on 
living a normal life. But now, just a few years later, 
Mark is unable to walk, talk or do anything for himself 
and receives specialist care in a nursing home. 

“I’ve felt helpless watching him gradually fade away 
but decided I could make a difference by raising 
money for dementia research, something that I’ve 
been shocked to find is hugely underfunded. 

“Mark and I met at a circuit training class, so 
running in the London Marathon seems very 
appropriate. 

“The rigorous training has helped me a great deal, 
giving me something to focus on and knowing the 
money I raise will give hope to other people.” 

Rebecca Wood, chief executive of the Alzheimer’s 
Research Trust, said: “Early onset Alzheimer’s is rare 
and it is tragic that Mark has been affected with this 
dreadful disease. 

“We can’t thank Dione enough for all her efforts to 
raise money for the research we fund, bringing us 
ever nearer to finding new preventions, treatments 
and an eventual cure. 

“Over 7,000 people in Northamptonshire are living 
with the daily reality of Alzheimer’s and other forms 
of dementia. More investment into research is

Referee kicked by 
player he sent off

A FOOTBALLER jumped and 
attacked the referee after he was 
given a red card, a court heard. 

Billy Thomas, 35, of Manor 
Close, Cosgrove, launched the 
attack on Andrew Johnson who 
had booked him during the game 
in Moulton Playing Fields in 
Northampton. 

Northampton Magistrates’ 
Court heard trouble started after 
Mr Johnson awarded a free kick 
against Thomas for a foul. 

Prosecutor Kim Dalton said the 
35-year-old was heard to say: “It’s 
not a foul” before directing a 
torrent of bad language at the 
referee. 

She said he was then shown a 


red card, prompting him to push 
his way past a crowd of people 
trying to calm him down. Then he 
jumped at Mr Johnson and 
kicked him. 

The kick connected with Mr 
Johnson’s hand, which he had put 
up to defend himself, injuring his 
fingers. It also left a stud mark in 
his chest. 

He needed to have his wedding 
ring cut off to have his hand 
treated. 

On Tuesday Thomas pleaded 
guilty to assault. 

The magistrates heard Thomas 
had two previous convictions, 
one for causing grievous bodily 
harm which he had served a cus¬ 
todial sentence for. 

Vic Hardin, defending, said: “I 
am a little concerned because the 


indication from the statement of 
the witness, who is the referee, 
says that Mr Thomas used foul 
language towards him and took 
what seems to have been a flying 
kick at him. 

“Mr Thomas does not deny 
kicking him but it was from a 
standing position and says it was 
almost a push. 

“There was a FA inquiry where 
evidence was called and heard 
from both teams taking part and 
that seems to suggest Mr Thomas 
did not use foul language. 

“Clearly there are issues about 
whether it was a ‘kung fu flying 
kick’ or a static push with the 
boot.” 

The case was adjourned until 
February 22 at Northampton 
Magistrates Court.

“It does decline as you get older 


but your fertility still exists. If you 
don’t want to get pregnant the 
bottom line is to keep using con¬ 
traception right up until the 
menopause. 

“It is important to get the right 
contraception for you so you can 
get on with thinking about your life 
and not just preventing pregnancy. 

“What’s best for you will depend 
upon your personal circum¬ 
stances and these can change as 
you age and our clinics provide 
the specialist advice and services 
to help women find the contra¬ 
ceptive method that best suits 
their life and lifestyle.”

I would receive health sup¬ 
port through our National 
Health Service and hopeful¬ 
ly would be able to afford to 
rent through a private land¬ 
lord or through social hous¬ 
ing. 

There are many supported 
housing projects but they 
often are funded to support 
particular groups, people 
with alcohol/drug issues, or 
those with mental health 
issues. 

There are council housing 
agencies but even if places 
are available, if a person 
presents with debt, then the 
list can often close. 

I know that the number of 
people who fall through the 
system must be small but 
when I consider how many 
people there are in this 
country, logically there will 
still be people who do. 

Could it be me? 

Where would I go, 
who /what is there to sup¬ 
port me at my lowest. 

If I have nowhere to go I 
am homeless. 


Without a permanent 
address I can’t get a job or 
benefits. 

Then there are places 
locally like the Rushden 
Night Shelter, Bedford Night 
Shelter and Acorn House in 
Northampton. 

These places are where I 
could turn up and if there is 
a bed, I could go in, take a 
shower and get some sup¬ 
port to be back on my feet. 

I have seen people turn up 
looking like my idea of a 
homeless person. 

How odd that once show¬ 
ered and in clean clothes, 
they look like me or you, an 
ordinary person who has 
slipped through the net. 

I have gained through my 
time with the Rushden 
Night Shelter a social con¬ 
science. I realise that I have 
no right to blame or dismiss.

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Bridge Street to 
get later closing 
to aid ‘drop-offs’

CHANGES have been made to the 
overnight closure to Bridge Street 
to allow people to get dropped off 
and picked up easier. 

Following a meeting with mem¬ 
bers of the public last week, Safer 
Stronger Northampton 

Partnership (SSNP) has agreed to 
close the street at 10pm, rather 
than 8pm. 

Traffic will also be allowed to 
pull in to the bottom of Bridge 
Street to drop off and pick up. 

The initiative has been taken by 
the SSNP to increase public safety 
in the town centre street, which is 
packed with people visiting pubs, 
restaurants and clubs at the 
weekend, and cut the risk of 
crime and disorder. 

The aim is to create a safer envi¬ 


ronment that will attract more 
people of all ages to use the area 
and the wider town centre. 

A number of practical concerns 
and suggestions were raised at a 
public meeting last week, held 
two months after the first closure, 
to find out what people think 
about how it is working. 

These included the timing of the 
closure, the issue of being collect¬ 
ed and the fear that the closure 
was encouraging people to 
behave badly. 

The changes will run for a four- 
week trial period and will be 
monitored on a weekly basis, with 
another chance for the public to 
feed back at a public meeting at 
the Guildhall at 4pm on Monday, 
March 1. 

Speaking on behalf of the Safer 
Stronger Northampton 

Partnership, Cllr Paul Varnsverry, 


Portfolio Holder for Community 
Engagement at Northampton 
Borough Council said: “We have 
listened to what people told us at 
the public meeting and have 
made some changes to the clo¬ 
sure of Bridge Street to take their 
constructive suggestions into 
account. 

“Our aim is to make Bridge 
Street a safer, better place for 
everyone who uses the town at 
night and we hope that ultimate¬ 
ly, the fact that it is less crowded 
and easier for pedestrians to use 
encourages more people to 
socialize in the area. We want the 
changes to work for the benefit of 
everyone who uses the town. 

“It is only ever a very small 
minority of people who behave 
anti-socially but we are commit¬ 
ted to improving Northampton 
for the law-abiding majority.” 


Social club makes way for 
riverfront redevelopment 



DEMOLITION work has begun on the 
former United Social Club in 
Northampton. 

The building was bought by West 
Northamptonshire Development 
Corporation [WNDC] and is being 
knocked down as part of the 
redevelopment plans for the waterside. 

Northampton Borough Council made 
the former social club site available to 
WNDC to assist in the land assembly 
for the project. 

Over time, the multi-million pound 
investment programme will see the 
delivery of new jobs, homes and places 
to spend leisure time. 

In the shorter term, the land may be 
used for rail user car parking, as part of 
WNDC’s development plans for Castle 
Railway station. The demolition will take 
from four to six weeks to complete. 

Roger Mendonca, WNDC’s Chief 
Operating Officer, said: “Northampton’s 
riverfront is one of its best natural 
assets but it has been neglected for far 
too long. 

“Working with our partners, including 
the local authorities, we are creating a 
first class destination for employment, 
living and leisure. Demolition of the 
former United Social Club is an early 
step in that process.” 


Town’s leisure needs of the future unveiled 


PLANS for the future of sports and 
leisure facilities in Northampton 
have been laid as demand contin¬ 
ues to grow in the town. 

Yesterday Northampton 

Borough Council’s Cabinet were 
asked to approve a leisure and 
sports facilities strategy, which 
identifies the projected demand 
for leisure and sports facilities in 
the town. 

It provides a projection until 
2026 of future leisure and sports 
requirements and is an important 
milestone for Northampton 
Borough Council in its pursuit of 
improving the health and well 
being of local communities. 

The plan sets out the context 


within which the borough council 
can consider its role in providing 
facilities for the people of 
Northampton, as well as how 
other agencies can complement 
that role. 

Cllr Paul Varnsverry, cabinet 
member for Culture and Leisure 
Services said: “The proposed 
strategy is not an emphatic state¬ 
ment of what will happen 
between now and 2026. 

“It is a vital tool that provides the 
vision to help the borough coun¬ 
cil understand the current and 
ongoing needs of the town. 

“It will inform effective deci¬ 
sion-making about the way 
leisure facilities and services are 


planned, designed and delivered 
in Northampton in the short, 
medium and long term.” 

The strategy has been devel¬ 
oped as the result of a strategic 
business review of sport and 
leisure undertaken by the council 
and its partners. 

The opportunities that the strat¬ 
egy offers are significant because 
it aligns leisure and sport facilities 
with plans for Northampton’s 
regeneration and growth.

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Council doesn’t give 
us a sporting chance 


MP Binley claims borough is ‘hell bent’ 
on backing shopping in town over sport

SPORTS teams in Northampton are 
being hindered by the Borough 
Council, according to MP Brian 
Binley. 

Speaking in the Saints’ programme 
on Saturday, February 6, the MP for 
Northampton South accused the 
council of being ‘hell bent’ on hold¬ 
ing the teams back from expanding in 
favour of improving the town centre. 

He said: “Here in Northampton, we 
are very privileged indeed. We have 
an important distinction which is 
shared by few towns in this country, 
that of being represented by three 
first class sporting teams in three 
different sports. 

“But our borough council seems not 
to understand. Indeed, they actually 
seem hell bent on doing all it can to 
hinder both the Saints and the 
Cobblers from fulfilling their ambi¬ 
tious plans for a successful future. 

“And this from an organisation 
whose planning department has, in 
many ways, been responsible for the 
demise of the town centre over the 
last 40 years. 

“But now to put a ring fence around 
the town centre, and argue that no 
business can exist anywhere else in 
the town which might harm the well 
being of the town centre is not only 
foolish, it flies in the face of local 


need. I want to see our sporting clubs 
prosper. The borough council should 
be falling over themselves to be sup¬ 
portive and pro-active.” 

Borough council leader Brian Hoare 
defended his administration, but 
feels they are only working within the 
law. 

He said: “As a longstanding season- 
ticket holder at the Saints, I want to 
see the Saints expand Franklin’s 
Gardens, climb the Guinness 
Premiership and win the Heineken 
Cup. 

“Equally, I want to see the Cobblers 
and the Steelbacks succeed in their 
league and cup competitions. 

“Sadly, Mr Binley is intent on piggy¬ 


backing off the Saints’ success, just 
weeks before the General Election. 
Scapegoating the Guildhall for the 
realities of planning law does his 
credibility, and those of local council¬ 
lors, no good. 

“I would agree that the borough 
council has made some bad calls in 
the past, but not on our watch. 

“Since 2007, we’ve frozen parking 
charges and are putting the pride 
back in our town centre. 

“MPs and councillors have to work 
within the law. 

“Just weeks after being wrapped on 
the wrist for his expenses, Mr Binley 
should be encouraging everyone, the 
council included, to uphold the law.” 


County Hall’s carbon reduction 


REDUCTIONS to the county’s 
carbon footprint have been 
rewarded. 

Northamptonshire County 
Council received official recog¬ 
nition by the Carbon Trust 
Standard, the only independent 
award for organisations to verify 
that authorities are cutting their 
carbon footprint. 

To receive the award the coun¬ 
cil was assessed across all servic¬ 
es, including the fire and rescue 
service and schools. 

The honour comes just nine 
months after the council set up 
its Environmental Unit, which 
was charged with reducing the 
authority’s carbon output. 

This recognition means the 
council has joined an elite group 
of organisations in the UK which 
have received the accolade, 
including Marks & Spencer, IKEA 
and Tesco. 

The council is also setting an 
example of good practice in local 
government by becoming the 
first local authority in the region 


to gain the standard. Cllr 
Heather Smith, cabinet member 
for environment, growth and 
transport, said: “This is an excel¬ 
lent achievement and mirrors 
the hard work of our environ¬ 
mental unit, which was estab¬ 
lished to directly address the 
challenge of reducing our car¬ 
bon emissions. 

“The Carbon Trust Standard 
shows people which organisa¬ 
tions can be trusted to have gen¬ 
uinely acted on climate change 
and are committed to ongoing 
emission reductions. 

“We have to become increas¬ 
ingly aware of how our actions 
can affect climate change and it 
is imperative that we do what we 
can to reduce our impact on the 
environment. 

“Not only is this important in 
tackling this global issue but it 
also makes sense from a finan¬ 
cial point of view for us too as 
there are cost benefits for 
authorities for lowering their 
carbon emissions.” 


Cops onto crooks’ latest steel 


TWO men were arrested as part of 
a police investigation into a series 
of metal thefts from Moulton Park 
this week, which have affected 
businesses in the area. 

Police arrested the two local men 
yesterday, and are liaising with 
British Telecom further to the 
recovery of a quantity of metal. 

Thieves stole the metal cabling 
from Boughton Lane, at the 
junction with Brickyard Spinney 
Roads, and on Moulton Way. 


The men, aged 39 and 44, are 
currently being held in custody at 
Weston Favell police station. 

A police spokesman warned of 
the potentially serious 
consequences of thefts of this 
kind, which can have far-reaching 
ramifications from the resultant 
disruption to communication.

Fewer casualties 
show record low

THE number of injuries and 
fatalities to pedestrians on the 
county’s roads has fallen to a 
record low. 

Figures released by the 
Northamptonshire Casualty 
Reduction Partnership show 
casualties on the county’s roads 
during 2009 reached an all-time 
low. The figures also confirm the 
number of people killed on the 
roads in the county during 2009 
(34 deaths) as the lowest since 
official records began in 1960. 

Also revealed in these figures is 


a 49 per cent reduction (391 in 
2009) in the overall number of 
people killed or seriously injured 
(KSI) since the baseline period of 
1994 to 1998 (the time period 
used to set Government targets). 

Cllr Heather Smith, county 
council cabinet member for 
environment, growth and trans¬ 
port said: “This is the first year 
there has been fewer than 2,000 
casualties on the county’s roads 
and is also the lowest year ever 
for all injury types. 

“However, although our roads 
are safer than they have ever 
been, we must remember that 
behind every statistic is a family 


coming to terms with the loss of 
a loved one or adapting to life 
with a serious injury. 

“Northamptonshire County 
Council, the police and other 
partners, working together as the 
Casualty Reduction Partnership, 
will continue to work towards 
further reducing road casualties 
during 2010 through education, 
enforcement and engineering 
programmes.”

PEOPLE could be missing out on 
important benefits and tax cred¬ 
its. 

Northampton Borough Council 
and the Citizens Advice Bureau 
have joined forces to raise aware¬ 
ness of the benefits and tax cred¬ 
it system, which is even more 
important to people at the 
moment, due to the effects of the 
recession. 

A new one-year initiative has 
been designed to help people get 
the benefit and tax credits they 
are entitled to. It involves making 
new CAB advice sessions avail¬ 
able, which are being held at the 
borough council’s One Stop 
Shop. 

A poster and leaflet drive is also 
part of the campaign as well as a 
telephone line where people can 
request an information pack. 

Martin Lord, chief executive of 
the bureau said: “When we sat 
down and looked at our statis¬ 
tics, we realised that for many 
people the loss of overtime, or 
the loss of the second wage earn¬ 
er in the household was having 
an impact and this appears to 
have got worse as the recession 
has dragged on. 

“Obviously redundancy repre¬ 



sents a fairly major change and 
can be catastrophic in many 
cases, but more marginal 
changes can really have an 
impact over time. 

“This was apparent to us from 
dealing with people with mort¬ 
gage or rent arrears that had 


slowly built up over time - in 
many cases accessing the bene¬ 
fits and tax credits that would 
have been available would have 
made a real difference.” 

This is not the first time advice 
agencies in Northampton have 
worked with the borough coun¬ 
cil. They recently helped the 
authority to be amongst the first 
in the country to launch the gov¬ 
ernment’s Mortgage Rescue 
Scheme last year. 

Cllr David Perkins, pictured, 
cabinet member for finance, 
added: “Working in partnership 
with the CAB has now allowed 
new advice sessions to be avail¬ 
able in the One Stop Shop. 
Importantly, those who may not 
be able to come to an appoint¬ 
ment at the Guildhall can call the 
new telephone line first, at a con¬ 
venient time, and request a pack 
full of information about bene¬ 
fits and tax credits.”

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Sharing the 
comic truth 

Laughter will be on offer this Valentine’s 
Day as comic show Mek Mi Laugh returns to 
Northampton. LAWRENCE JOHN caught 
up with one of the acts, Shazia Mirza. 


IT’S all about the comedy of 
life, laying bare a piece of 
you, letting people see the 
truth of your existence. 

This is what observational 
comedian Shazia Mirza 
wants to achieve with her 
comedy and so far it has paid 
dividends. 

Shazia is one of the few 
Asian female comics taking 
to the stage but putting the 
tag of Asian before the word 
comedian is not something 
she wants to see, rather wish¬ 
ing to be accepted as a comic 
first and foremost. 

Her comedic skills have led 
her to win a number of 
awards including winner of 
the London Comedy Festival 
and Hackney Empire in 2001, 
winner of the GG2 Young 
Achiever of the Year award in 
2003, a semi-finalist on 
NBC’s Last Comic Standing 
in 2008 and she has also 
appeared in the hit comic 
series Balls of Steel. 

On Sunday, she will be 
appearing at “Mek Mi Laugh” 
at Royal & Derngate along 
with Felix Dexter, Toju and 
the host, Victor Daniels. 

Shazia has carved out a 
good spot for herself and 
while some people might say 
she is successful Shazia does 
not think so. 

This insecurity is some¬ 
thing which affects a lot of 
comics who worry about 
where the next laugh is com¬ 
ing from or will they be as 
good tonight. 

Explaining this, Shazia said: 
“People assume if you are 
well known or doing well 
then you are successful - this 
is not true. 

“I wish someone had asked 
me are you successful as I 
don’t think I am. I always feel 
I am struggling and I think 
most comedians feel they are 
struggling. 

“We feel we are struggling 
as we don’t think we have 


ever found our voice, we 
never got enough laughs or 
are funny enough. 

“It is weird how other peo¬ 
ple think you are successful 
and you know you died on 
stage two nights ago. 

“I am not successful. I think 
we strive for it but never 
quite get there or at least we 
(comedians) never feel we 
have.” 

Like any comic she is hap¬ 
piest when people are laugh¬ 
ing at her observations and 
having a good time. 

She appreciates she is one 
of a new breed of comics 
who are using their own 
backgrounds, in this case 
Muslim, as part of their com¬ 
edy. 

But to get people to like her 
and laugh she feels she needs 
a number of important qual¬ 
ities. 

Shazia said: “I think com¬ 
munication; being able to 
communicate and connect 
with people. 

“You have to find some 
common ground where you 
can establish this connec¬ 
tion. They have to like you as 
a comic and if they do you 
can do anything. 

“They won’t laugh if they 
don’t like you. You have to be 
funny and have to be true as 
comedy is about telling the 
truth. 

“When I do say 20 minutes, 
I go out and talk about 
myself and hope to be warm 
and draw them in. 

“You do have to be vulnera¬ 
ble or at least part of you, 
otherwise people do not 
laugh as you don’t have any¬ 
thing to give.”

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Drug tip-offs 
pay dividends

AN estimated £226,000 worth of drugs 
has been seized in Misuse of Drugs Act 
warrants in Northamptonshire thanks 
to anonymous calls to Crimestoppers. 

Figures released from the independent 
charity show that more than 250 calls 
were received in relation to drugs 
offences over the last ten months. 

A total of 33 calls were received from 
sharing intelligence in relation to the 
manufacture and cultivation of drugs. 

These calls provided the police with 
vital intelligence that led to the detec¬ 
tion of cannabis factories and resulted in 
three arrests during January. 


These offenders have been placed on 
police bail until March 2010. 

Charlotte Green, Operational 
Performance Unit officer said: “We work 
closely with Crimestoppers to bring 
to justice those involved in criminal 
activity. 

“It’s vital that members of the public 
continue to report anyone who they 
think might be committing crime in 
their area.” 

Crimestoppers takes in information on 
an anonymous basis from those unwill¬ 
ing to speak to police officers and staff 
directly.

PARENTS parking illegally out¬ 
side a school have received a 
visit from police after com¬ 
plaints were received from con¬ 
cerned children. 

Students from Campion 
School’s council, as well as the 
school itself have contacted the 
Towcester Rural Safer 
Community Team about their 
concerns of parents’ parking 
habits at the end of each day. 

Sergeant Michaela Kennett, 
from the SCT, said: “There have 
been on-going issues at the end 
of the school day involving par¬ 
ents in vehicles that are parking 
on the pavement outside the 
school and in the bus bays. 

“This is causing safety issues for 


students who are unable to pass 
the vehicles on the path and also 
preventing Stagecoach buses 
from stopping in bays to collect 
some of the students. 

“Campion School has a car park 
that is accessible to all people col¬ 
lecting students by car from 
3.45pm daily and I would ask 
people to consider this option. 
Until this time the car park is kept 
closed except for the school buses 
that need space to enable the stu¬ 
dents to access them safely.” 

Sgt Kennett added: “We have 
been contacted several times by 
the school and most recently by 
students from the School Council 
to express their concerns about 
students safety being affected by 
inconsiderate parking. 

“Both Campion School and 
PCSO Jen Harrison have written 


articles for the school newsletter 
advising of the dangers caused by 
inconsiderate parking at this 
location which have been 
ignored. 

“So last Friday we went to the 
school to advise motorists that 
the school car park is accessible 
from 3.45pm and not to park on 
the pavements or in the bus bays 
and also not to pull in on the 
clearway outside the school to 
collect students. 

“On this occasion vehicle details 
have been recorded and warning 
letters issued to drivers, however, 
we do plan to carry out further 
patrols at the school.”

End of the Rainbow 

Royal Theatre, Northampton, until 

Saturday, February 20 

★★★★★ 

JUST when you thought it couldn’t get 
any better... 

Less than a year since a triumphant 
Alan Ayckbourn season, and just four 
months on from the huge critical 
acclaim surrounding the Young America 
season - including a much-deserved 
transfer to the National - the Royal & 
Derngate team have blown all rational 
measures off the scale. 

There are scarcely enough superlatives 
to lavish upon this sensational piece of 
theatre. It should be enough to say it’s got 
awards written all over it, but it merits so 
much more than that. 

Peter Quilter’s drama is an extraordi¬ 
nary rollercoaster ride of emotion, chart¬ 
ing the background to the final London 
concerts of the legendary Judy Garland 
in January 1969. Within six months she 


would be dead, and her drug-raddled, 
drink-fuelled body was wrecked at the 
age of just 47. 

Quilter’s magnificently crafted work 
weaves together high comedy and 
exhausting drama almost by turns, with 
some of Garland’s best-loved songs 
injecting yet more emotion into an 
already pumped up evening. 

In the hands of veteran director Terry 
Johnson, this meticulously researched 
and beautifully structured piece 
becomes a choreographed dream, with 
not a foot, a note or a look out of place. 

With just four actors to work with, 
Johnson keeps the balls juggling between 
belly laughs and breathtaking drama, 
and each of the four plays a vital part. 

Robin Browne doubles up for some 
small but beautifully played roles, while 
Stephen Hagan shows maturity beyond 
his years as Garland’s fiance Mickey 
Deans, and Hilton McRae is perfectly 
judged as her gay Scottish accompanist 
Anthony, who comes to represent the 
kind of unconditional love she has spent 
a lifetime searching for.

But a show as acutely, sharply biogra¬ 
phical as this depends to a huge extent 
on its star, and in Tracie Bennett it is not 
disappointed. 

It’s a performance of astonishing brav¬ 
ery, supreme talent and bewildering 
accuracy, but it’s much more than an 
impersonation. 

The voice is uncanny, the gestures spot- 
on, but the depth of emotion that 
Bennett invests in what must have been 
the most confused - and confusing - of 
superstars is simply inspired. 

Supported by a fabulous live on-stage 
band, and on a stunning hotel room set 
designed by William Dudley, Bennett’s 
Judy is a jaw-dropping masterpiece of a

The show unquestionably belongs in 
the West End, and if it transfers - as 
expected - then the national Best Actress 
awards are a shoo-in.
